The Editors of this book of readings have chosen articles which emphasize the prob- 
lems pertaining to the role and function of local government in the democratic system. 
The assumption of this approach is that the “facts” about municipal government are 
those matters most easily learned and most easily forgotten. Therefore, the facts are 
marginal matters, and the book is based on an organizing theme (democracy) instead 
of being randomly topical. The two principal points the articles illustrate are that 
American communities differ widely from one another and, therefore, no single charac- 
teristic model can be created, and that people should stop viewing local government in 
isolation. Considerable stress is placed on policy development process and the politics 
of various phases of urban government such as metropolitanism, administrative reform, 
substantive functional areas, and the administrative process. To achieve this the articles 
are recent and have been written by authorities in the field, including a number of soci- 
ologists. The book is designed to be used either as a text or secondary readings. The 
readings are sufficient in length, to permit the authors, many of whom are sociologists, 
to develop their arguments.
